Inquiry is being made into the stock- 
man’s rumored relations with the wom- 
an shot by his son, Fred, aged 22, who 
departed Sunday afternoon for Eliza- 
bethtown, Ky., his home. His father 
remained in the city. 

Mrs. Montgomery, with a bullet hole 
in her foot, was transferred Monday 
afternoon from Grady hospital to St. 
Joseph’s infirmary, in which latter hos- 
pital she decided to @ive the police au- 
thorities her correct name, after hav- 
ing given at least three assumed ones. 


REFUSES © 
DETAILS. 


She persistently refuses to reveal 
particulars of the shooting, and joking- 
ly informed County Policeman Jack- 
s0n Monday morning that she had sus- 
tained the bullet wound in an automo- 
bile accident. She has employed coun- 
sel in Harvey Hill, and evidently in- 
tends to press prosecution.

County policemen stated last night 
that it had been learned that’ Fred 
Warfield. the son, a youth who is en- 
gaged with his father in live stock op- 
erations, had resented his father’s al- 
leged attentions to the Atlanta wo- 
man. 

They stated that young Warfield had 
entered the father’s bedroom Sunday 
morning about 11 o'clock and had 
dered the woman to leave 
suite. Heated words ensued, it was 
said, and the son quit the room, going 
to the lobby of the hotel, where he sat 
for several minutes, later returning to 
the bedroom. 

This time he is said to have made his 
command more emphatic. The father 
was absent from the room. Mrs. Mont- 
gomery, according to the story told the 
county police, grew irate, picked up a 
chair and threw it at young Warfield. 
He drew his pistol, and, in the subse- 
quent encounter, fired downward, the 
bullet lodging in the right foot. 

Grady hospital first received the re- 
port that someone had attempted sui- 
cide at the Florence. The ambulance 
and driver, Frank Trammell, were at 
the corner’s inquest being held at the 
Barclay & Brandon chapel, where 
Trammell had been summoned to tes- 
tify in the inquiry into Al Ford's death.

THEM USURIOUS RATES 


New York, September 13.—The pres- 
ent plan of the joint Anglo-French 
financial commission, it was reported 
tonight, is to borrow $1,000,000,000 in 
the United States on straight British 
and French government bonds without 
any collateral. 

If this vast sum is obtained, it was 
said, it is to be spent, to the last cent, 
in the United States for wheat, cotton, 
meat and other commodity shipments, 
including munitions of war. It will, 
therefore, in the opinion of financial 
authorities, be classified as a commer- 
cial loan. 

Whether the neutrality of the United 
States would be questioned in case the 
bankers financing the loan should ac- 
cept straight British and French gov- 
ernment notes ag security, has been 
given serious consideration. It was 
said financiers familiar with the plan 
had every reason to believe Washing- 
ton would not interfere. 

That was the unanimous opinion to- 
night of many of the scores of promi- 
nent bankers from New York and the 
chief cities of the country, who have 
Visited the commission at its head- 
quarters here during the three days 
of its stay in this city. As to its cor- 
rectness the members of the commis- 
sion declined to comment. 

Statement by Commission Head. 

All the commission cared to publish 
as authoritative was voiced by Lord 
Reading, the chairman, who said: 


“We are not in a position to make 
@ statement.at the present, ‘becasue 
rwe are studying the conditions in New 
York and elsewhere in relation to 
American exchange on London and 
Paris. We have received a consider- 
able number of persons, prominent 
bankers and othér gentlemen inter- 
ested in the stability of exchange. 

“The one thing that is very striking 
about it is that everybody is agreed, 
as one would expect, in the great im- 
portance to ibe attributed to regulating 
the exchange so as to provide more 
stable conditions. 

“The sudden d considerable drop 
in the exchange n&turally disturbs and 
must disturb commercial relations be- 
tween the countries—the United States 
and Great Britain and France—inas- 
much as it makes it so difficult to see 
ahead what the rate of exchange will 
be; and, moreover, because naturally 
it makes such a material difference in 
the prices to be received by the Ameri- 
can and the prices to be paid by the 
Englishman and Frenchman. 

“There is a consensus of opinion that

“Second—The evidence will be sent 
by Count von Bernstorff to the Berlin 
foreign office, to which it has not been 
available before, and probably ten days 
will elapse before Berlin can be heard 
from. In some quarters it is believed 
Berlin, after examining the evidence, 
may change its position and disavow 
the action of the submarine commander 
who it was claimed in the last note 
sank the liner because he thought she 
was about to attack him. 

“Third—The United States has at 
hand all information on the case as it 
now stands and is ready to decide upon 
its course, but action may be delayed 
until Berlin replies to Count von Bern- 
storff. 

No Arbitration of Principle. 

“Fourth—While the United States 
will not consent to arbitration of a 
principle or of a question involving the 
safety of American lives, it has ac- 
cepted Germany's assurances tnat 
peaceful liners will not be torpedoed 
without warning, and if Germany de- 
sires to arbitrate the amount of indem- 
nity, the question of whether the 
Arabic actually attempted to attack 
the submarine or whether her action 
justified the submarine commander in 
believing he was about to be attacked, 
that probably would be agreed to. 

The president and Secretary Lansing 
were in conference for nearly an hour 
and later Count von Bernstorff spent 
half an hour with the secretary. Noan- 
nouncements were made. It was said 
in well-informed circles, however, that 
although the American government 
was not pleased with the Arabie note, 
the situation was considered far from 
hopeless. 

The German ambassador is 
stood to have beeh given wide latitude 
by his foreign office in handling the 
negotiations which his call today was 
intended to _ initiate. All exchanges 
from now on probably will come 
through him, and it is generally be- 
lieved that settlement of the Arabic 
case will mean prompt cleaning up of 
the entire submarine question, includ- 
ing the question of reparation for 
Americans lost with the Lusitania. 

Germany’s Excuse About Orduna. 

Washington, September 13.—Germa- 
ny’s explanation of the unsuccessful at- 
tempt to destroy the Cunard liner ©r- 
duna on July $ is that the submarine 
commander violated his instructions. 
which were not to attack any liner. 
but that because of the weather he 
was unable to make out the character 
or nationality of the Orduna. 

The Orduna, bound from Liverpool 
to New York with some 200 passengers, 
of whom twenty-two were Americans, 
was attacked by a torpedo, which bare- 
ly missed her, and then was shelled by 
the submarine until was out of 
range. 

To substantiate the statement that 
the German commander was inclined to 
follow his orders, it 
soon afterward allowed 
Normandie, carrying a 
ber, to pass unmolétsted.

FIGHTING VIOLENT,

Vienna, September 13.—(Via London.) 
Tonight's official statement: 

“The Russian attacks on the east 
Galician front continue. On the Sercth 
strong hostile forces were repulsed at 
several points. There has been hand- 
to-hand ffighting in the  tfenches. 
Northwest of Strusow several Russian 
attacks broke down under the cross- 
fire of our batteries; others were re- 
pulsed with the bayonet. 

“During the night the allied troops 
fighting near Tarnopol took up a posi- 
tion prepared east of Kozlow and Jezi- 
erna, which joined our front on the 
east bank of the Stripa—a move not 
hindered by the enemy. 

“Near Nowo Alexiniec violent fight- 
ing is proceeding. East of Dubno our 
troops have advanced to the railway. 
In the region of Derazno we repulsed 
the enemy at several points, the Vienna 
landwehr infantry regiment distin- 
guished itself.

Methods Used. 


The investigation of Secretaries Sta- 
pleton and West has revealed many of 
the methods used in defrauding the 
state of money. 

One of the most remarkable of these 
was the employment of a fictitious 
employee. Upon the books of the de- 
partment appeared the name of one 
Vance Little, for whose salary the de- 
partment has drawn $7 per week for 
98 weeks, from October 11, 1913, to 
September 1, 1915, a total of $686. Vance 
Little has made an affidavit to the 
effect that he was not in the employ 
of the state, although he knew his 
name appeared upon the books of the 
department. 

The Vance Little salary stopped when 

it became known that the investiga- 
tion was being made, and, it is said, 
thet Latimer received a note from 
Holcomb week asking him 
to take of Little from the 
pay roll, 
There are also other affidavits show- 
ing that ofisome $1,500 worth of goods 
ordered from one firm for the depart- 
ment, $900 worth were delivered direct 
to the home of Holcomb. 

The report of the investigation is yet 
incomplete. 

It is said that since the report was 
rendered to the governor it has devel- 
oped that Holcomb loaned money at 
tremendously usurious rates to negro 
employees about the statehouse. 

Loans to Negroes. 


Instances cited are that Holcomb 
loaned $15 to Wylie Sims, porter of the 
military department, the loan being 
made in 1914, and that he took $4 a 
week out of the porter’s pay envelope 
until September 1, 1914, and after that 
time took out only $3 per week from 
his pay envelope. It is said that a 
total of $236 had been collected from 
this negro before the principal was 
paid back. 

Richard Heard, porter in the state 
library, it is alleged, paid to Holcomb 
$26 in interest before he paid back a 
loan of $5. 

Dock Mitchell, porter in the office of 
the secretary of state,’ yesterday filed 
Suit in Atlanta municipal court to re- 
cover money alleged to have been taken 
from him by Holcomb in similar man- 
ner. 

The report made to the governor 
states that the only books kept by the 
department were a check book, a re- 
ceipt book and a cash book, purporting 
to show the date, amount and the per- 
son to whom all payments were made. 

Investigation showed that the check 
book does not check either with the 
receipt book or the cash book or the 
bank statements. No record of bills 
payable could be found, and the state’s 
creditors were asked to send in their 
Statements payable by this department. 
This revealed the unsuspected deficin. 

When, failing to make the “books” of 
the department balance, the secreta- 
ries resorted to bank statements they 
found several monthly statements 
missing entirely, along with the re- 
turned or cancelled checks for the re- 
spective months. Cther irregularities 
Of a similar nature were found. 

It seems that the assistant was 
the habit of making out all 
and that these were signed 
keeper. 

The following significant statement 
made in the report: 
“We find upon investigation that 
checks which the keeper claims 
to have been made out direct to the 
various creditors have not to this date 
been delivered, although the money 
has been withdrawn from the bank.” 

The disposal of other funds which 
are known to have been drawn from 
the state treasury by this department 
is a mystery. 

Many checks showing on the bank 
Statements, which statements do not 
show the name of the payee, “have 
been removed and cannot be found.” 

The entire report to the governor 
shows an intricate maze of such ma- 
nipulations.

Failure of State to Pay Bill 


Strations Against Slaton

The failure of the state so far to pay 
the Fifth regiment of the Georgia na- 
tional guard for its service during 
demonstrations in Atlanta at the time 
of Governor Slaton’s commutation of the 
Frank case, is having a serious reac- 
tion upon the welfare of the regiment, 
according to Colonel Orville H. Hall, 
commander of the regiment. ° 

Not only is the regiment not getting 
new men, but old men are refusing to 
re-enlist at the expiration of their 
terms, says Colonel Hail, because they 
feel an injustice is being done them in 
failure to pay them for their services. 

The expenses and pay roll for 
service of the Fifth infantry 
the Frank demonstrations amount to 
approximately $5,500. Although Colo- 
nel Hall has called upon the adjutant 
general and the governor to try to 
make arrangements to have this bill 
paid, he has so far been unsuccessful. 
So far, he says, he has not been noti- 
fied that the bills have ever been 
“o. k.'d” by the military department. 

Might Borrow Money. 

Colonel Hall believes if assurance 
could be obtained that the next general 
assembly will pass a specific appro- 
priation to meet the bills, he might be 
able to borrow the money and pay the 
bills immediately.

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THE NEW SCHOOL TERM. 

Atlanta’s public schools opened for the 
year’s term yesterday, under more favorable 
promise for the future than for several years 
past. 

With the exception ef minor sources of 
complaint, which will be remedied in due 
time, the school system begins its work 
without a hitch, and with every prospect 
of a most successful year ahead. 

There is some complaint about the dis- 
tribution of scholars among the respective 
schools on the principle laid down by the 
board of education that every child must go 
to the school nearest it if there is room; 
if not it must go to the next nearest school. 
This rule is both just and democratic—just 
in principle, and existing conditions per- 
mitted the board no other alternative than 
to adopt such a regulation. The rule applies 
to every child and to every school and an: ex- 
ception in one case would result in many 
similar demands, causing general demorali- 
So there can and will be no excep- 


zation. 
tions. 

The delay in the completion of the build- 
ing for the consolidated English-Commercial 
High School, which it appears will not be 
ready for occupancy until the last part of 
the year, is, of course, to be regretted. The 
majority of the other new school buildings 
and annexes are uncompleted, but at most 
every one of them will soon be in operation 
—a few days for some and a few weeks for 
others. 

The inconvenience caused by these de- 
lays strongly emphasizes the position which 
The Constitution took regarding the school 
system in making its fight for betterments 
which resulted in the appropriation of 
$85,000 in June, when it was apparent there 
was not a minute to lose, if the schools were 
to be fully prepared to meet the demands 
upon them at the fall opening. It is almost 
terrifying to think what would have been 
whe situation had not the appropriation been 
finally secured. Instead of facing a period 
of a few weeks out of school, these hundreds 


or thousands of children would have had 


. before them practically a year without 


school advantages, and every one of them 
entitled to it. 

Through inattention and neglect, the At- 
lanta ‘school system had reached such a low 
ebb that time as well as money became an 
essential element of restoration. It had 
reached the point where it could not be 
rebuilt in a day, or a good many of them, 
regardless ¢f the amount of money supplied 
for the purpose. We are now able not only 
to see that this is true, but why it is true. 
We are also able to understand how the 
same thing may happen to any other city 
institution or enterprise. 

The lesson Atlanta should draw from 
present school fonditions is the necessity 
for constant and vigilant preparedness 
against any crisis or emergency of this sort. 
Present school conditions should have been 
foreseen and anticipated by the city and 
the money necessary to prevent the fearful 
congestion from which the schools are now 
just about to be relieved should have been 
provided long ago. Had this been done, as 
demanded, there would have been no con- 
gestion—and it could easily have been done 
without any exacting drain upon the city

Atlanta must keep pace with her growth 
or fall backward, and when she begins to 
fall that growth will soon stop. If we 
would continue to grow we must build as 
we grow. There is no other way to do it. 

With the beginning of the new session 
The Constitution takes occasion to congrat- 
ulate the board of education upon the 
progress it has made in readjusting the 
school system to a basis that will meet the 
demands made upon it. 

With the starvation treatment accorded 
the schools by the city for the past several 
years and relieved only by the appropria- 
tion made in July, it was not to be expected 
that the board could have wrought order 
out of chaos within the limited period be- 
tween the time that the appropriation be 
came available and the beginning of the 
term. The board has made good progress, 
however, and while it may be that the sys- 
tem may not be in perfect running order for 
a month or more as yet, there is room for 
much satisfaction in the certainty that pro- 
vision has been made for a seat for every 
school child in Atlanta, that every child and 
every teacher similarly situated will be 
given the same hours and the same oppor. 
tunities, and that the barbarous double 
session is a thing of the past! 


BOLL WEEVIL CONFERENCE. 


Georgians, fortunately, have found no 
occasion for wild or hysterical alarm in the 
advent of the Mexican cotton boll weevil. 
Oi the contrary, they are facing it calmly 
as a business problem, critical, of course, 
but to be dealt with according to business 
methods. 

The genuine business spirit is back of 
and will permeate the conference called by 
the Georgia State Board of Entomology and 
the Thomasville Board of Trade to meet in 
Thomasville next Friday, September 17. 
State and government boll weevil experts 
will be there and will tell the hundreds of 
farmers, bankers and business men just 
what they will have to do, so far as pres- 
ent experience teaches, to meet the new 
conditions. South Georgia farmers have 
long known that they would sooner or later, 
and inevitably, become victims of this 
pest; and it is not to be questioned that 
they are in a frame of mind readily to ac- 
cept and act upon the good advice that will 
be given. 

As a community between the different 
sections of which there is more or less in- 
terdependence, this conference will be of 
intesest and import to all Georgia. But as 
more particularly concerning the southern 
and southwestern sections of the state, cer- 
tainly every county in that part of Georgia 
now infested, or likely soon to become in- 
fested, with the weevil, will be well rep- 
resented at the Thomasville gathering. It 
is of vital importance to themselves that 
they should be. 

Texas still makes a great crop of cot- 
ton, in spite of the weevil. Louisiana and 
Mississippi are doing the same thing. When 
the pest first came, these states faced terri- 
ble agricultural and business disaster. For 
a time they suffered severely from it, but 
gradually through the adoption of meas- 
ures partly to repress the pest, in connec- 
tion with the early planting of early ma- 
turing varieties of cotton, they have reached 
a point where they can and do make good 
crops at a profit. 

Moreover, they have forcibly learned the 
value and importance of crop diversifica- 
tion and the growing of cattle and home 
supplies of food, which Editor E. A. Fitz- 
gerald, of The Vicksburg Herald, in a com- 
munication published in The Constitution 
today, points out as the chief remedy for 
the boll weevil pest. There is no question 
that diversification and home-grown foods 
must play a most important part. With 
this policy well developed, the south can 
live comfortably even with cotton crop fail- 
ure. 

But Georgia and the south must continue 
to grow cotton. It is the great natural prod- 
uct of the section. If the producers of it, 
however, will all learn first to live at home 
and make cotton their surplus, they will 
not only have solved the boll weevil prob- 
lem, but will have started upon the road 
to the greatest prosperity they have ever 
known. 

The most encouraging phase of the prob- 
lem just now, so far as Georgia is concerned, 
is the fact that her cotton planters have 
avoided the period of panic and disaster 
which the boll weevil has temporarily 
brought to other states. Georgia producers 
have it within their power to begin right 
where the cotton states to the west of us 
are now, and their success hinges upon mak- 
ing the right beginning. 

It is the purpose of the Thomasville con- 
ference to start them aright—to show them 
the necessity of the early cleaning up of 
cotton fields, the importance of harvest- 
ing next year’s crop at the earliest possi- 
ble date and the value of diversification and 
the growing of home supplies. 

The work will not stop here; it is only a 
beginning. The Georgia and the United 
States boards of entomology, departments 
of agriculture and other agencies, will not 
only lend every possible assistance, but will 
conduct a persistent educational campaign,

‘SECRETARY COOK URGES INCLUSION 


OF AUTO BILL AT EXTRA SESSION 


The hearings on the mandamus proceed- 
ings of Sumter county against Secretary 
of State Phil Cook, seeking to compe] him 
to pay to that county $1,065 as its share of 
the general road fund available from the 
automobile license tag tax, which case. at 
the same time, attacks the constitutionality 
of the automobile tax law, has been set for 
October 2, in Fulton superior court, and 
notice was served on Secretary Cook Monday. 

The Sumter county case is the second 
case now pending which attacks the con- 
stitutionality of the automobile tax law. 

The other case is from Chatham superior 
court, and is now pending on appeal in the 
supreme court of Georgia. In the Chatham 
case, Judge Chariton, of Chatham superior 
court, held the law unconstitutional and 
granted to certain citizens an injunction re- 
straining the city of Savannah from enforec- 
ing the law. 

Expects Decision Soon. 


The opinion of the supreme court upon 
the constitutionality point will likely be 
handed down before the end of this month. 

The Sumter case wlll more than likely 
go to the supreme court also, unless the 
decision in the Chatham case coines down 
in the meantime and declares the law un- 


constitutional. : 
Should the law be declared unconstitu- 


tional, it would leave the state of Georgia 
without police power over motor-driven 
vehicles upon the public highways and 


would deprive the state of more than $100,000 
in revenue for road construction and up- 
keep. 

A bill—the Jones bill—introduced and un- 
disposed of at the last session of the general 
assembly provided a new automobile tax 
law, which appears to be satisfactory to all 
parties concerned. The failure of the regu- 


| 


lar, session of the general assembly to pass 
this bill, however, still leaves the state un- 
protected in event of a decision of uncon- 
stitutionality by the supreme court, and 
with a law which is continually a source of 
discontent if the opinion of the eupreme 
court should uphold its constitutionality. 

Upon the possibility of the supreme court's 
handing down an opinion adverse to the state 
and thus leaving the state without an auto- 
mobile tax law, Secretary of State Phi 
Cook Monday called upon Governor Harris, 
setting the situation before him, and asked 
him to include the consideration of the Jones 
bill as an emergency measure in his call for 
the extra séssion of the general assembly.

$1500 IN FLOAT PRIZES OFFERED 
BY*THE GEORGIA HARVEST FESTIVAL 


Prizes totalling $1,500 for agricultural 
floats in the agricultural day parade were 
announced after the meeting of the executive 
committee of the Harvest Festival association 
yesterday afternoon. Several counties have 
already announced that they will compete 
for these prizes, and every county agricul- 
tural society of Georgia is expected to en- 
ter this week. 

In order that Georgians assembling here 
may gain a realistic impression of the aerial 
warfare in Europe, it was also decided that 
a mimic battle of aeroplanes and forts will 
be held here during the festival. 

These features alone, it is said, will rival 
in uniqueness anything yet shown at the ex- 
positions on the Pacific coast, and will at- 
tract one of the greatest crowds yet assem- 
bled in Atlanta. 

One thousaid dollars in cash is the first 
prize for the best agricultural float; the sec- 
ond best will receive $300 and the third will 
be given $200. 

Georgia-Raised Products. 

Entries for these prizes may be made by 
counties, by societies or by individuals. They 
must be composed solely of agricultural prod- 
ucts raised in Georgia, and must be turned 
over to the supervising committee before a 
time vet to be announced. 

Although the announcement of these 
prizes for agricultural floats was not made 


until Monday afternoon, several counties 
have already announced that they will enter 
flonts which will set a standard for any 
| others vet contemplating an entry. Efforts 


to this end have already. been commenced in 
DeKalb, Sumter and Cobb counties. 

One county commissioner stated that his 
county would enter a four-decked float. The 
first deck will be devoted to cotton products, 
the second to cattle, the third to grain and 
the uppermost deck to home products. 

While individual farmers are not barred 
from participation in the contest of agricul- 
tural floats, the festival management will do 
all in its power to get several farmers to 
band together for the complete furnishing 
of one float. In this way, they point out, 
individuals will stand a far better chance of 
getting part of the three cash prizes, 


Aerial Battle. 


Much interest is shown in the mimic 
aerial battle. The airships which will ma- 
neuver over the city for a time preceding 


the battle will be of the latest fighting type. 
They will be in charge of former members 
of the flying corps of the English army who 
are home from actual combat.

SOUTH GEORGIA FARMERS AROUSED 
OVER RAVAGES OF THE BOLL WEEVIL 


State Entomologist Lee Worsham said 
yesterday the preliminary work § indicates 
very clearly that the general meeting called 
by his department, to be held in Thomasville 
Friday, will give this state an excellent start 
in the fight against the progress of the boll 
weevil in southeast Georgia next year. Two 
of the department's field men are engaged 
this week in making a survey of that sec- 
tion which was gone over. hurriedly last 
week, to more thoroughly inform themselves 
on how complete the spread of the pest is 
in those counties from which reports of in- 
fection have come. They will have complet- 
ed the work in time to report at the meet- 
ing in Thomasville Friday. 

It is Mr. Worsham’s opinion, based on 
communications he has gotten from all of 
the infested territory, and the surrounding 
counties, that the farmers and business men 
of the lower section of the state are fully 
awake to the seriousness of the situation, 
and that the outgrowth of the Thomasville 
meeting will be perfection of county organi- 
zations in every county across the lower half 
of the state is now a certainty. 


A communieation has been received from 
J. M. Taylor, of Fort Gibson, Miss., definitely 
stating that he will be at Thomasville, and 
will be glad to give the people of Georgia 
the benefit of his experience and advice. Mr. 
Taylor, who is vice president of the Missis- 
Sippi-Southern bank, at Fort Gibson, was ac- 
tively connected with directing and aiding in 
the fight made in Mississippi against the boll 
weevil, and that section from which he comes 
is said to have suffered more from the rav- 
ages of the pest than any section of the 
United States. Mr. Taylor will discuss the 
condition Georgia is now facing from the 
standpoint of a business man and a farmer. 


Dr. W. D. Pierce, of the United States Ru- 
reau of Entomology, engaged for fifteen 


years in boll weevil work in Texas, Louisiana 
and Mississippi, and Dr. W. E. Hinds, of the 
state department of Alabama, and who for 
years was connected with the government 
work against the weevil, will also partici- 
pate in the Thomasville meeting.

Boll Weevil Problem 


Editor Constitution: Announcement of tha 
appearance of the (boll weevil in Georgia, and 
the quarantine measures adopted, which 4a)- 
peared in The Herald, attracted my attention 
at sight for the reason that I spent consid- 
erable time going to “boll weevil exterminat- 
ing meetings” for several years past, march- 
ing up hill and down hil] to the bugle blast 
of the nostrumists, 
little. What I am going to write you on this 
subject might be of some benefit to some 
Georgia farmer or planter, and if I can save 
a few of them from cotton raising on a large 


scale, bankruptcy, I will be fully repaid for 


my efforts. 

From practical experience everyone 
pending on cotton growing in Georgia after 
the invasion of the weevil (and quarantining 
against their advance is a waste of time), 
Should be notified honestly, promptly and 
frankly of the meaning of the boll weevil 

Everyone should practice rigid economy, 
and before the planter and farmer go broke 
trving to raise cotton in spite of the weevil 
in the old way, they should abandon the large 
acreage of cotton and plant peas, grain, espe- 
cially corn, and commence in a small or large 
way raising cattle, colts, hogs, chickens, ecitc, 
as their cash producing farm products. Planta 
small acreage of early-maturing, short-staple 
cotton and work it intensively, bringing the 
same to maturity before the rapidly hibler- 
nating season for the boll weevil is reached. 

Take this, Warren county, this season, 
which is an average one so far, and not a 
boll of cotton will open and mature that has 
come from blooms since about July 6 In 
fact, the only cotton to open and mature 1s 
the early blooms on the bottom of the stalk, 
and about midway up on the stalk, the boil 
weevil puncturing all the other squares and 
young bolls. 

The planters and farmers who did not try 
to make one more cotton crop in the old 
way, in spite of the boll weevil, are the ones 
who met the changed situation most suc- 
cessfully. 

The planters who tried it one more time 


de- 


and made a complete failure are the ones 
that lost all. 
Georgia will not be much different from 


Mississippi, I judge, in so far as the invasion 
of the weevil concerned. They should 
teach their negro tenants to live at home. 
They should raise a few hogs, plant a gar- 
den and stay right with+ the white folks, 
whom they know and who know them, and 
they will come out all right in the end. 
The cash method of living wiil bring with it 
economy that they never dreamed of; besides, 
it will make every man, white and black, 
his own financial agent. 

Another thing that will help is to start 
promptly canning factories, as the demand ig 
always good for canned goods at fair prices. 
I understand that there is an ‘unlimited de- 
mand throughout the north and west for 
canned sweet potatoes. Several creameries 
have been started in Mississippi, commenc- 
ing with a few gallons of milk a day, that 
are now getting in the same neighborhood 
from 500 to 800 gallons a day. The price paid 
for milk at these creameries is about an 
average of 20 cents a gailon, depending en- 
tirely on the butter fat. 

Last, but not least, chase the calamity 
howlers out of the cities, towns, villages and 
hamlets, especially those who stand on the 
street corners and tell everyone who will 
listen that Georgia has gone to the d 
commercially. 

I am satisfied if the Athanta spirit will 
invade the entire state that prosperity will 
continue to reign in Georgia in spite of the 
invasion of the boll weevil.

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Scenes in the Shops Y esterday 


Forecast of Prosperous Season

Despite the heat and the determination of summer to defy September as 
the herald of fall, the shops of Atlanta were crowded yesterday, and winter 
as well as strictly fall fabrics were heaped upon the counters. to meet the 


demands of a ready patronage. 


After seeing the ready-made gowns in the up-to-date shops, the wraps, 


the afternoon gowns and coat suits, the evening gowns and wraps and furs, | 
it was not difficult to decide some of the governing features of fashion. 


One 


of these may be said to be the favor for black and white in all things; not 
only in the checks and plaids and stripes, the black kid boots, laced with 
white strings, black gloves stitched in white, and black hats trimmed in 
white, but the favor for all-black evening gowns, black and white evening 
gowns, and the leaning toward jet as a trimming. 

A second feature is the dark-colored cloth suits for street wear, the 
dressier ones trimmed in fur; a third feature, the prevailing taste for the 
invisible plaid silks and stripes for afternoon gowns, and the introduction of 
the deep-hued plaid and striped silks with voile, Georgette crepe, or the 
satins and velvets—for all these materials will be worn this season. 


A Passing Glance. 

A passing glance at the evening wraps 
showed them as long, full-skirted, 
loose-fitting coats, so full as to ripple 
almost around the bottom, and trimmed 
in fur. These are in vlevet, in satin 
and in light-weight cloths. 

The skirts to suits are not as full 
around the bottom as the advance 
fashion letters and plates would indi- 
cate, and the walking skirts are only 
fullenoughto be comfortable and easy 
to walk in, and still not too heavy, 
which great fullness would produce.
